Fort Worth, April 2 .-A t I o’clock I 
yesterday morning a telephone message 
received here from Durant, I. T., says 
that an appeal had reached there for 
all the deputy marshals at that point 
to go at once to Cale station, five miles 
away on the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railroad, to aid the white people who 
were threatened wi*h an attack by a 
band of negroes who have been to 
Colbert and armed themselves for the 
avowed purpose of avenging the lynch­ 
ing of Jim Williams there last night. 
Williams was accused of attacking 
Tillie Misner, a young white woman. 
The white people at Cale say they 
have a force of seventy-five men ready 
to fight, but are without ammunition. 
The negroes are said to be well armed 
and to number 300. 
Help will be sent 
at once. The marshals are now form­ 
ing a posse to start for Cale. 
A long distance telephone message 
from Cale, received at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, was to the effect that IOO!are 
armed men were patrolling the town. (

Fort Worth, Texas, April 2.— The 
most serious railroad wreck in Tarrant 
county in recent years occurred this 
morning, just before 4 o’clock, when 
two freight trains, both running dos.n 
grade at full speed, on the Missouri, 
kansas and Texas railway, collided 
h«ad-on about six miles south of the 
city. 
It is known that six men perished, 
either in the accident or in the con­ 
flagration which followed immediately 
thereafter, but not one of their bodies 
lad been taken out of the charred 
debris at a late hour this afternoon, 
and it is expected that when they are 
j’ound there will be nothing left but 
ashes. 
E. Cunningham was the conductor in 
charge of the northbound train, and he 
was in the caboose, as was also J. D 
Estelle, conducnor of the southbound 
train. 
Neither of 
these men were 
injured. 
In the caboose of the north­ 
bound freight were several cattlemen, 
who were coming to Fort Worth with 
shipments, but none of them were 
injured. 
The wreck occurred where both trains 
were running down grade, just after 
each engine had come out of a cut. 
and it is estimated that they must 
have been running at least thirty miles 
an hour. 
Both of the conductors have 
shown clearance orders which takes 
any blame from any of the trainmen.

Washington, April 2. —The testimony 


of Captain Edgar A. Macklin of Com 
pany C, 25th infantry, was taken by 
the senate committee on military af-1 
fairs yesterday in the Brownsville in 
vestigation.

my own theory that it was not.''

THE HELPLESS WHITES 


Fort Worth, April 2.-At 1 o'clock 


yesterday morning a telephone message 
received here from Durant, I. T., says 
that an appeal had reached there for 
all the deputy marshals at that point 
to no at once to Cale station, five miles 
away on the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railroad, to aid the white people who 
were threatened wi»i an attack by a 
band of negroes who have been to 
Colbert and armed themselves for the 
avowed purpose of avenging the lynch- 
ing of Jim Williams there last night. 


Williams was accused of attacking 


Tillie Misner, a young white woman. 
The white people at Cale say they 
have a force of seventy-five men ready 
to fight, but are without ammunition. 
The negroes are said to be well armed 
and to number 300. Help will be sent 
at once. The marshals are now form- 
ing a posse to start for Cale. 


A long distance telephone message 


from Cale, received at 5 o'clock in the 
morning, was to the effect that 100 
armed men were patrolling the town.

marshals from Durant had just arrived 
at that time. The guard will remain 
on duty until daylight. The people of 
Cale are wild with excitement.

CAST AT CITY ELECTION 


Today is the day of Ada's annual 


city election. The following Demo- 
cratic nominees will be elected, there 
being no opposition whatever to them, 
and there being no other names on the 
tickets: For mayor, C. O. Barton; city 
treasurer, S. W. Hill; city attorney, 
Thos. P. Holt; recorder, assessor and 
collector, Jesse Warren; city marshal, 
Uncle Dick Couch; street commissioner, 
E. S. Collins. In the 1st ward, J. T. 
Conn and M. D. Timberlake will be 
elected aldermen; in the 2nd ward, T. 


J. Chambless and W. H. Markham 
and in the 3rd ward, A. J. Deaton and 
J. T. Sutton; and in the 4th ward R. 
T. Kerr and W. C. Lee. 


The vote is exceedingly light. At 3:30 


this afternoon in the 1st ward there 
were but 46 votes cast, in the 2nd ward 
only 12 votes, in the 3rd ward but 25 
and in the 4th ward only 52 votes. By 
the time the palls eloae the total num- 
ber will probably have reached 200, 
which will represent less than one- 
third of the voting strength of the 
city. 


SIX TRAINMEN PERISH IN 


KATY HEAD-END COLLISION 


Fort Worth, Texas, April 2.-The 


most serious railroad wreck in Tarrant 
county in recent years occurred this 
morning, just before 4 o'clock, when 
two freight trains, both running down 
grade at full speed, on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railway, collided 
haad-on about six miles south of the 
city. 


It is known that six men perished, 


either in the accident or in the con- 
flagration which followed immediately 
thereafter, but not one of their bodies 
had been taken out of the charred 
debris at a late hour this afternoon, 
and it is expected that when they are 
found there will be nothing left but 
ashes. 


£3. Cunningham was the conductor in 


charge of the northbound train, and he 
waa in the caboose, as was also J. D. 
Estelle, conducnor of the southbound 
train. Neither of these men were 
injured. In the caboose of the north- 
bound freight were several cattlemen, 
who were coming to Fort Worth with 
shipments, but none of them were 
injured. 


The wreck occurred where both trains 


were running down grade, just after 
each engine had come out of a cut, 
and it ii estimated that they must 
have been running at least thirty miles 
an hour. Both of the conductor! have 
shown clearance orders which takes 
any blame from any of the trainmen. 


The »outh bound train was a solid 


cattle trajn, which was loaded with 
•tuff for the market here today, and 


the other 
was filled with general 


freight. 


Engineer 
Wooden 
was instantly 


killed, but Engineer Caldwell, unin- 
jureu, was hurled iuto the debris and 
pinioned there by heavy timbers. When 
a neighboring farmer came running to 
the scene a few moments later Cald- 
well called to him for assistance. 
The 


man struggled with the heavy timbers, 
but in vain. They were too heavy for 
the strength of one to move. 


Presently there came swiftly stealing 


through the wreckage first one tongue 
of flame and then another. The man 
redoubled his efforts 
to free the 


pinioned engineer. 


"For God's sake, for the love of 


heaven, hurry t" Caldwell screamed, 
the terror of a horrible, torturing death 
upon him. And the man struggled 
again, his strength the strength of the 
frenzied. Soon the heat drove him 
back. 


Pausing for a moment, he shielded 


his face with his arm and rushed in 
again, the agonized screams of the im- 
prisoned rendering 
him still more 


desperate. But not even desperation 
could avail against that terrible heat. 
Gasping through parched lips, with 
scorched skin and singed hair, he finally 
fell back and turned away, his fingers 
in his ears. 


Soon it was all over. Caldwell's life- 


less, tortured body lay in a bed of coals. 
He had pulled the throttle for the last 
time.

the senate committee on military af- 
fairs yesterday in the Brownsville in- 
vestigation. It proved interesting par- 
ticularly for the reason that Macklin is 
to be courtmartialed and for the fur- 
ther reason that be was shot by an un- 
laentified negro at Fott Reno after the 
negro soldiers were taken away from 
Fort Brown. 


Macklin does not believe the negroes 


were guilty of shooting up Brownsville, 
according to his story on the stand to. 
day. 


In regard to the attack on him at 


Fort Reno, Captain Macklin said: 


"Officers of my regiment tried to 


make me believe that the shooting was 
for the purpose of robbery, but it is 
my own theory that it was not." 


He said the shooting had been done 


by a masked negro, but that he knew 
lothing more concerning it.

L'BMC sentiment in America is fast becoming such that final** 
eial success and the accumulation o{ wealth is considered » 
thing to be abhorred. I consider this attitude of the public 
aa being the most alarming condition which the country is 
form! to face, working aa it does toward class distinction, 
class bitterness suid even anarchy. 


Public sentiment is fast becoming BO vitiated that it at- 


taeks men of wealth irrespectively and considers all men of 
wealth as dishonest and unscrupulous. They forget that there 
can be no such thing as dishonesty with au honest man. 
They 


forget that if a man is honest he will remain honest throughout his life, 
irrespective of any change in condition or environment. 


What we must teach in our schools and must impress forcibly upon 


the minds of the coming generation is that honesty is the one essential 
to success—financial or otherwise—and that to become wealthy one need 
not sacrifice his honesty. We must so shape public sentiment that the 
people will be able to discriminate between the honestly wealthy and the 
dishonestly wealthy, anil we must banish for all time the doctrine that 
if a man is rich he is necessarily dishonest. It is better that 99 dishonest 
men go unpunished than that one of integrity and honesty should be held 
up to public ridicule and scorn. 


1 do not say that all the large fortunes of to-day were acquired hon- 


estly, but I am going to say in all sincerity, that in the vast majority ol 
cases the same honesty was applied in the gaining of them that you apply 
in the Tunning of your schools and the teaching of the children placed 
in your charge. 


People who criticise "swollen fortunes" unconditionally make them- 


selves look foolish and ridiculous to men of the great business world. They 
show their absolute shallow-ness and lack of knowledge of the conditions 
underlying modern business transaction*.

What is the matter 


with the American small 
boy ? 


Manifestly 
something 


IS wrong with the aver- 
age schoolboy to-day, es- 
pecially 
iu 
the great 


cities. To observe it one 
needs only to enter street 
car or pass along a city 


street where a considerable number of these youths are 
congregated. 


While proverbially the fact is aivepted that "boys will be boys," the impar- 
tial resident in almost any quarter of the modern city looks upon any con- 
siderable group of schoolboys anywhere in a public place as a potential 
factor for producing anything from annoying disorder to an incipient 
not. 


There is something »f the precocious and affected in the city school- 


boy—something suggestive of anything other than the innocence that 
belongs to his years. 
Study his actions a little in public and the false 


note will be felt. 
Feeling that false note, too, there is nothing reassuring 


in it. 
Boldness enters markedly into it. There is lack of anything ap- 


proaching reverence for anything. There is vanity which clamors for the 
publu: eye, no matter at \vhnt eost of modesty and breeding. 
Presuming 


upon Ins \otith and his numbers in any public place, this modern city 
youth gives rein to a counterfeit spirit of yoiithfulness which carries with 
it the jaded atmosphere of a wizened old age of rakish cunning and con- 
ceit. 
The exhibition is as painful as that other extreme in which the 


Octogenarian at some settlers' reunion, encouraged by his doddering van- 
ity, gets out upon the ballroom door to go through the mazes of the dance. 


The British and continental European long has criticised the lack 


of childishness in the American child. 
Within a dozen years the Amer- 


iian neurologist and psychiatrist have been deploring the precociousncss 
of the city child in America. The I'ity youth in school, walled in by the 
conventional narrowness of his »ihool fraternity and his own lack of per- 
spective and sense of proportion, hns oome to be more a sociological prob- 
lem than ordinarily is considered. 


In the one fact that by virtue of hia NT'MBERS, only, the school- 


boy mtiy make himself obnoxious, one may read the vicioiisness of the 
idea. In the same fact, too, one may read the tendency toward under- 
liiming the individualism which later must mean so .MMMBHMMMMM 
much to the youth of the world. 


There are signs of reaction from 
the present 


schoolboy status. 
Innocent youthl'ulness anywhere 


in the individual will be smiled upon, always; the time 
is coming when the tnob spirit of the schools will be 
dealt with in the measure of its deserts. 


The wise youth who attempts to anticipate the 


inevitable will be taking a long step forward.

Philip Brasher ha* just been granted a pat- 


ent on one o! the mist remarkable life saving 
Inventions of modern ffraes. By the use of Brash- 
«r's device the waters about a stranded ship are 
made as calm as a m*II pond. Outside the magic 
circle marking the limit of his Invention's Influ- 
ence the billows may dash and roar, but the hurri- 
cane Itself cannot send th-em against the ship. 
Life savers, thanks to Brasher, will be able to 
still the sea between the ship and shore and take 
passengers from the wreck 1n pwrfect safety while 
the storm rages all about them. 


Mr. Brasljer's discovery Is that air bubbles, 


rising from below and breaking on the surface, 
have the effect of leveling the waves. In a recent 
interview Mr. Brasher said: 


"An actual demonstration ct the effect of compressed air on wave-motto* 


may be seen at several polnti above the tunnels which are being run under 
the rivers around New York ulty. The compressed air used In the tunneling 
escapes In various ways and rises to the surface, producing a comlpete eleva- 
tion of the water directly above the escaping columns and a tremendous 
disturbance of Irregular bubbles. Waves which impinge on this disturbed 
area collapse like balloons which have been pricked with plna." 


Mr. Brasher's apparatus is simple. 
At a distance from the object t» 


be protected is a pipe perforated with holes and connected with the shore) 
or a boat, where a compressed air plant Is situated. In stress of weather 
the air is pumped out and the waves are stilled. 


Mr. Brasher la a young engineer who has been employed in a number 


ot Important works, especially in harbors. 
He Is a graduate of Princeton, 


where he was prominent as an athlete. 
He was a gridiron hero for aev- 


eral seasons, and figured In some of the big games against Yale and Harvard.

Tatt has ordered borings made at once so that the results 


will be known when be reaches Panama. 


Ltndon W. Bates is an American engineer of world-wide fame. By the 


use of a dredge which he Invented he reclaimed millions of acres of wheat 
lands in southern Russia. 
He has improved harbors anu rivers in the United 


States, Russia, India, China and Australia. 
After the Oalveston flood he 


raised the level of the entire city seven and one-half feet. He was born in 
Vermont, raised in Chicago, educated at Yale, built railroads In the far weat. 
He has "delivered the goods" In the four corners ot the world.
